LONDON, July 14.—The first story of 
what may have been tHe actual com- 
mitting of the crime was told today 
by a neighbor of Dr. Hawley H. Crip- 
pen, in the cellar of whose home was 
unearthed the body believed by the po- 
lice to be that of the physician’s wife, 
who was known on the stage as Belle 
Elmore. 

Since the discovéry of the body and 
the disappearance of Dr. Crippen and his 
typist, Miss Ethel Clara Leneve, Scot- 
land Yard detectives have inquired dill- 
gently among those living in the vicin- 
ity of the Crippen home in Hiilldrop 
crescent, North London, for some infor- 
mation that would throw light on the 
domestic habits and relations of the 
American doctor and his actress wife. 

Nothing helpful was learned until 
today when the proprietress of a 
small shop at the rear of the Crip- 
pen residence told of hearing a wom- 
an’s screams and pleas for meroy 
coming seemingly from the cellar in 
which the burned and mutilated body 
was later found. 

eard Screams at Night. 

Mrs. Crippen disappeared last 
February. It was four or five months 
ago when the screams were hearéd, 
the woman said. Her shop overlo¢ks 
a Mttle garden back of the Crippen 
‘heme. To the police the shopkeeper 
seid: 

“IT had often heard revolver prac- 
tice in the garden. One night about 
four or five months ago, I cannot 
place the time more exactly, I was 
awakened by a woman’s cries. It 
was midnight. The screams appeared 
to come from Dr. Crippen’s house. I 
listened and heard a woman's voice 
pleading: ‘Don’t, oh don’t!’ 

“To me it seemed that the cries were 
from a woman in the basement of the 
house occupied by Dr. and Mrs. Crippen. 
As nothing developed further, I soon 
forgot the occurrence and did not recall 
It until yesterday, when I learned of 
the tragic discovery.” 

The Music Halt Artists’ Guild issued 
an official statement today declaring 
that all of the books and accounts of 
Mrs. Crippen, who was treasurer of the 
guild, were found to be in perfect order. 


Revolver Found in Cellar. 
The finding in the cellar of a re- 


‘ volver gave rise this afternoon to the 


report that the vaudeville artist had 
been shot before the body was bat- 
tered into an unrecognizable mass and 
buried. 

It also was reported that traces of 
poisog had been found by the doctors, 
who will present their theories as to 
the ‘eause of death at an inquest to- 
m w. 

Toward the end of last February Dr. 
Or¥ppen, accompanied by Miss Leneve, 
whom he introduced as his wife, at- 
tended a ball given by vaudeville art- 
igts. The pretty typist wore a sealskin 
Goat and jewelry, which was recog- 
nized as the former property of Belle 


_Elmore. Her death must have occurred 


‘immediately before the ball, at which 
Dr. Crippen and his typist were among 
the merriest of the dancers. 


Wife Objected to Stenographer. 

Miss Leneve has been in Dr. Crip- 
pen’s employ for about ten years, and 
when the subject of the woman's dis- 
charge was made an issue last Jan- 
uary, it is known that Dr. Crippen re- 


. fused to grant his wife’s demand. The 


dentist made the statement a month 
ago that he had married Miss Leneve, 
who lived in the same house with him, 
but in the rbsence %f documentary 
proofs, friends of Belle Elmore and Dr. 
Crippen declined to accept the state- 
ment. 
Stomach to Be Analysed. 

The body unearthed under the cellar 
flooring is unrecognizable. Dr. Pepper, 
@ London criminologist. who has as- 
sisted the police in solving former 
crimes, has made a careful examination 
of the body and its searching for traces 
of poison. Because of the fact that th» 
head is disfigured, proof that would at 
present be accepted by the law that 
the body is that of Belle Elmore is not 
available. However, Scotland Yard ac- 
cepts it as a fact that the remains are 
those of Belie Elmore. 

Body Was Dissected.

Mayor Charles A. Uzzell, accused by 
Granite City gamblers and Chief of Po- 
lice Gottselig of accepting money to per- 


mit gambling, testified in his own be- 
half Friday at his trial on a charge of 
malfeasance. He admitted that mem- 
bers of the “‘Big Six’’ had made vari- 
ous proposals to him for gambling priv- 
lleges, but that he had refused to agroc 
to any of them, and had not accepted 
money from any. 

“T have always tried to do my duty 
ar Mayor,’’ Uzzell declared to Judge 
Hadley and the jury, “and my salary of 
$75 a month has been all I have got out 
of it.”’ 

The hearing of evidence closed at 1:30 
p. m., after a crosg-examination in 
which the Mayor stuck to his denial of 
the accusations, and arguments began, 
with a prospect that the case would go 
to the jury before night. 

Chief Gottselig and Fred Fuger, “slot 
machine king’’ of Granite City, testified 
Thursday that the Mayor regularly re- 
ceived one-eighth of the total earnings 
of slot machines run by his permission, |

Uzzell, on the witness stand Friday, 
said that his first knowledge of gam- 
bling in Alton came May 16 last, when 
members of the local Board of Improve- 
ments, at a meeting of the board, asked 
him why slot machines were permitted. 
It was after this, he said, that he gave; 
Gottselig the orders on which the ma- 
chines and gambling games..were 
stopped. 

He admitted that Policeman Rowden 
had told him May 1 that slet machines 
were running in Hungry Hollow, as 4 
portion of Granite City is called, He 
said he called up the Chief at that time 
to tell him to stop the gambling, but 
that the Chief was out, and did not 
call him up when he returned.

TOLD OF LEGAL SUIT 





Said Fight Between Trustees 
and Bishop Would be 
Carried to Court. 


R. F. Chew of Kirkwood, an alum- 
nus of Vanderbilt University, inti- 
mately familiar with the controversy 
over the control of that institution 
between the Board of Trustees and 
the Board of Bishops, was the volun- 
tary representative of the Post-Dis- 
patch in obtaining an interview at the 
Union Station with Bishop E. E. Hoss. 
In this interview Bishop Hoss said 
the controversy would result in a suit 
at law, and that Bishop Eugene R. 
Hendrix of Kansas City had with- 
drawn from 
the Board of Bishops during a dis- 
cussion of the matter. 

Bishop Hoss has denied that he 
gave an interview to the press, but 
Kas not denied any of the statements 
attributed to him. Mr. Chew, in ex- 
plaining to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
the circumstances under which he 
obtained the interview, said: 

Wrete to Bishop Hendrix. 

“IT had written to Bishop Hendrix to 
learn his side of the ease, and he had 
replied that the action of the: trustees 
in rejecting the three members elected at 
the General Conference in Ashville was 
‘with a view to a friendly suit to sée 
whether the bishops had any authority 
over the board. I also bad written to 
Chancellor Kirkland, and had received 
a reply from him. . . 

“When I saw Bishop Hoss in the 
Midway at the Union Station YF aia 
not recognize him for a moment, be- 
cause he had shaved off his beard. 
When I was sure it was he I walked 
up and asked him what the bishops 
had done at Nashville about the uni- 
versity. | + 

“*Well,’ he replied, ‘what we did 
to your Bishop Hendrix was plenty.’ 

“The Rev. Theodore Copeland of 
St. Paul’s Church was with Bishop 
Hoss and heard this, as well as 
Bishop Hoss’ story of how Bishop 
Wilson lectured Bishop Hendrix and 
virtually called him an enemy to the 
Board of Bishops, so that Bishop 
Hendrix withdrew from the meeting. 
Mr. Copeland then walked off to a 
cigar stand and I do not think he 
heard the remainder of the conver- 
sation. 

“Knowing the widespread interest in 
the controversy, and its: importance, I 
concluded after the talk to give the 
Post-Dispatch those parts of it-to which, 
in my opinion, the public was fully en- 
titled. 

“Bishop Hoss talked to me as an 
alumnus of the university, and he told 
mé some things which I did not deem 
it advisable to make public. But he 
did not put upon me any obligation of 
secrecy, and I would have been at lib-

The sensation of Thursday’s session 
was the charges which Gardner lodged 
against his former associate, Congress- 
man Harry M, Coudrey. 

The witness identified a letter writ- 
ten by himself to W. Speed Stephens, 
cashier of the Central National Bank 
at Boonville, Mo., in which Coudrey 
was accused of taking $20,000 in notes 
and securities from the offices of the

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, July 15.—If Gardner 
testified at the St. Louis receivership 
proceedings that I ever abstracted any 
valuable papers from the companies, he 
lied, and if he stated that I ever made 
any remittances to the companies that 
were not genuine, he lied again. 

Any subscriptions that I took he was 
aware of and I can prove this by his 
own handwriting. I informed Mr. 
Thompson in Carthage last August, at 
the time he agreed to accept the treas- 
urership of the companies, and others, 
that on account of my official and 
other business connections I could not 
continue as president of the companies 
and that there was no office in the gift 
of the companies that I wanted. } 

It was Gardner himself who made the 
proposition voluntarily to me that I 
should accept the vice-presidency of the 
companies. There was a witness pres- 
ent to this. 

If Gardner said I was paid $21,000 or 
$25,000 to resign as president of the com- 
panies, he again lied.

American Kept in Jail for 
Ten Days Without Food 
Being Supplied to Him. 


PROTEST BY CONSUL 


President Madriz Makes More 
Promises of Better Treat- 
ment for Prisoner. 


By Wire From the Weaakingten Ba- 
rean of the Post-Diapatch. 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—Assurances 
that the Government of Nicaragua 
would treat William P. Pittman with 
consideration and provide for his wants 
and comforts were renewed to United 
States Consul Olivares in Managua to- 
day. 

The American official discovered his 
fellow countryman starving in a cell in 
the overcrowded city prison here. Pitt- 
man, whose relatives live at Cambridge, 
Mass., told Consul Olivares that he left 
Greytown July 4; that since then his 
captors have failed to’ provide food, 
leaving him dependent for subsistence 
upon charity. 

More Promises Madc. 

Olivares immediately protested, re- 
minding Madriz of his promise to treat 
Pittman with consideration. Madriz 
finally agreed to transfer Pittman to 
a large and cleaner cell and to allow 
the Consul to supply a sieeping couch 
and food. The Consul reported that no 
definite action regarding Pittman had 
been determined by the de facto au- 
thorities and. that he (Olivares) will 
exert every effort to insure fairness 
and humane treatment for Pittman. 

When the United States originally 
learned of Pittman’s arrest, President 
Madriz assured Olivares tha: the pris- 
oner would be treated fairly and con- 
siderately. Pittman was arrested after 
he had been enzaged in placing mines 
in the harbor at Bluefields for the in- 
surgent forces. 

Consul Olivares has cabled to the 
State Departinent thet the anti-Aineri- 
can feeling in the western part of Nica- 
ragua, the section under contro] of the 
Madriz faction, is dallye growing more 
bitter. Mr. Olivares has made vigorous 
protestation ‘to Madriz and has reiter- 
ated to him Secretary Knox’s warning 
that this Government will hold the 
Madriz faction strictly: accountable for 
the security of American life and prop- 
erty. 


CHIEF YOUNG GETS ALARM 
CLOCK THROUGH MAILS: IS 
PUZZLED BY AMBIGUOUS HINT 


Does It Mean He Needs Awaken- 
ing or That Department Runs 
Like Clockwork? 


Chief of Police Young does not 
know whether to feel complimented 
or not by the receipt in Friday's mail 
of a pocket clock. The person who 
sent it may have intended to indi- 
oate that the department was running 
like clockwork; but on the other 
hand, the fact that it is an alarm 
Glock suggests that the sender might 
have thought somebody in the de- 
partment needed -awakening.

Dr. Crippen rented an office on the 
first floor of Craven House, King’s way, 
where he carried on a business under 
the name of the aural Remedies Co. He 
had not been seen at the office for near- 
ly a year, howcver, a woman calling for 
the mail. But yesterday the hall porter 
says he saw a man answering Dr. Crip- 
pen’s description, who hurried into the 
office and departed within 2. few min- 
utes, disappearing in the street crowd. 
The ‘porter discovered later that the 
sign, ““‘H. H. Crippen, M. D., U. 8. A.,” 
had been removed from the office door. 

Dr. Crippen was last seen about noon 
Saturday, when he hoodwinked the po- 
lice in spite of the fact that their sus- 
picions might be supposed to have 
placed them on their guaré. He told a 
plausible story of his wife’s death in 
San Francisco, whither she had eloped. 

Net until he failed to produce a mor- 
tuary urn containing ashes did Dr. 
Crippen admit to the detectives that 
the story of his wife’s death and cre- 
mation was untrue. He had stated 
previously that he received the urn from 
California. When challenged by the 
detectives, he said he concocted the cre- 
mation story because he did not want 
the neighbors to know he had quar- 
reled with his wife. 

Following the confessien of falsehood, 
Crippen. took the officers all over his 
house and even into the cellar, where 
the body was found later. Three de- 
tectives were assigned to ‘“shadow’”’ 
Crippen, but they let him slip threugh 
their fingers. They are generally cen- 
sured, but excuse themselves on the 
ground that they could not arrest him 
because they had no charge on which 
they could hold him on suspicion.

Rylance denies that he was in part- 
nership with Crippen or knows any- 
thing concerning the latter’s private 
affairs. The two had used the same 
offices for the past eighteen months.

FATHER AND SON HAVE NOT 
OFTEN HEARD FROM CRIPPEN 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., July 15.—Haw- 
ley O. Crippen, son of Dr. H. H. Crip- 
pen of London, wanted in connection 
with the mysterious death of his wife, 


Said today that he had not heard from 
his father regarding his stepmother’s 
death other than by a letter he received 
late in April or early in May. 

Dr. Crippen then wrote that his wife 
had gone to California to settle an es- 
tate, and had died from pleuro-pneu- 
Monia in San Francisco. This one let- 
ter was from London. 

Hawley Crippen admitted that he had 
received several letters from members 
of the Music Hall Ladies’ Guild, e 
london, asking if it were true that 
Dr. Crippen’s wife had died at the step- 
son's home in Los Angeles: These Jet- 
ters, Crippen said, asserted that Dr. 
Crippen had announced in London that 
such was the case. 
Crippen says that 
the letters denying the repert. He re- 
fused to discuss the case further. He 
said he had read the early reports of 
the case, and that they were correct so 
far as he knew. 

“T have not received a letter from my 
son, Di. Crippen, since a year trgo 
last May,’ said M. A. Crippen, who is 
73 vears old, a widower and lives alune 
et the Verandez Apartments, Third and 
F' ower streets. ‘I do not know any- 
thing of the death of his wife, oxcept 
that my grandson received a letter from 
him several months ago. He wrote that 
his wife had died In Sun Francisco. It 
seems he told others rhe died in Leos 
Ange!cs. 

“I thought it strange that she should 
be there alone, but took his word for 
it that she had gone there to settle an 
estate. 

“He sent $50 to his son to help pay 
the expenses of the funeral of his moth- 
er, who dled in January, 1908. That 
has been the extent of our communica- 
tion with him in years.”

SULCEEDS AFTER

Thomas Stewart. Stayed 
About Police Station Until

It took Thomas Stewart, 57 years 
old, homeless and out of work, five 
days to break into the Workhouse. 
When Acting Judge Grier of the 
Clark Avenue Police Court imposed 
a fine on Stewart equivalent to a 
sentence of 46 days in the Workhouse 
Friday, he exclaimed: 

“Now I am happy. I will have a 
chance to clean up and pull my nerves 
together. Maybe, at the end of my 
sentence I.will feel like working 
again. I am going to be a good pris- 
oner. I am sure the confinement will 
do me a world of good.”’ 

Stewart applied to Police Head- 
quarters for lodging several days ago. 
When he was released the following 
morning he begged the Captain to 
send him to the Workhouse. 

“I can’t send you to the Work- 
house,” the Captain told him “Go 
out and try to find a job. You will 
have to violate some ordinance be- 
fore we can have you sent to the 
Workhouse.” 

Stewart hung around the police sta- 
tion five days. He was finally arrest- 
ed for tdling. He was delighted when 
Policeman Bernard told him he would 
have to be tried and probably would 
be sent to the Workhouse.

Finds Report of Auditing 





Committee Which Is Likely 


to Cause a Rehearing.

That Sergt. Thomas Conlon and 


Patrolman Charles Sanders, who were 
fined by the Police Board, signed an 
auditing report in 1907 commending 
John M. Healy’s bookkeeping as 
“splendid,” while Patrolman George 
J. Butler, who was discharged from 
the force, refused to fign it, was 
learned on authority at police head- 
quarters Friday. 

This new evidence may compel a 
rehearing of the three cases. 

Chief of Police Young unearthed 
the report and is guarding it. He 
refused permission to inspect it, and 
declined to say whose names were 
signed and whose were not signed to 
the report. 

In surmnming up the cases, Assdciate 
City Counseior . liaird recommended 
clemency in the cases of Conlon and 
Butler. Conlon was found guilty of ac- 
cepting ‘expense money” from Healy 
and fined $50. Sanders, convicted of the 
scme offense and of signing a false re- 
port in 1909, was mulcted a month’s pay. 
Butler was found guilty of accepting 
$35 from Healy in 1908 and 19%. 

It is reported that all of the men fined 
and reprimanded in the recent Police 
Board trials will be transferred from 
their districts. Chief Young said that it 
would be a good thing for the depart- 
ment if these men were shifted to other 
stations. 

George B. Webster, attorney for Lieut. 
Thomas J. McCormack, who was dis- 
charged from the force for accepting 
“expense” money from Healy, says he 
will take the case to the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals, if possible, on a writ of cer- 
tlorart.

administration a success. For him to 
fail, they assert, would reflect discredit 
on themselves as political leaders. 
Deny Fighting Administration. 

Kiel, Koeln and District Attorney 
lHiouts have called on Mayor Kreismann 
to assure him that they were not figh:- 
ing the administration. Kiel says the 
insurgents are trying to make political 
capital out of jobs to be given out next 
spring. The regulars say the insur- 
gents are promising the ward workers 
that they wiil be able to control the 
jobs, and that the regulars will get 
nothing. 

As city committeemen must have job- 
holders to strengthen themselves, it is 
said this argument is being used with 
some ecffectiverfess in winning the reg- 
ular committeemen over to the insru-- 
gent cause. The regulars declare thut 
Howe promised these same jobs to the 
workers in the Municipal campaign last 
spring. According to Kiel there’ will 
not be more than 500 jobs to be given 
out after the Mayor makes his mid- 
term appointments. 

Stifel Prepar‘ng to Retire. 

Otto Stifel, who has been active in 
Republican politics for eight years, in 
announcing his forthcoming retirement 
from politics, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that Jeptha D. Howe, his former 
friend, wanted to be deputy Mayor. 

In a statement printed in the Globe- 
Democrat Friday S§tifel says the state- 
ment is erroneous. Stifel also denies 
that he exercises any control over the 
Republican party of St. Louis. In his 
interview he was quoted as saying that 
he regarded Collector Koeln as _ the 
logical leader of the party in St. Louis, 
and would turn over to him what 
political influence he possessed. 

Stifel was correctly quoted in both in- 
stances in the Post-Dispatch interview. 
At headquarters it was stated that he 
felt he had been talking too much, and 
wished to set himself right. The com- 
mittee is trying, it is said, to avoid an 
open rupture with Mayor Kreismann. 
In his statement Stifel said: “I have 
at all times been a party man, and be- 
lieve in sustaining the organization in 
control of party affairs.

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MILLIONS OF ACRES OF COAL 


LANUS ARE RETURNED TO PUBLIC 


Thousands of Acres Are Found to 


Contain No Deposit: 


WASHINGTON, July 15.—The Geo- 
logical Survey spent a busy month in 
June classifying supposed mineral 
and ofl lands which had been’ tem- 
porarily withdrawn from settlement, 
and as a result millions of acres were 
returned to the public domain. A 
resume of the work shows that 1,244,- 
501 acres were classified as coal 
lands, while 1,306,655 acres were de- 
termined as non-coal lands. The lat- 
ter were restored to settlement. The 
sale price of coal land was fixed at 
$80,605,666, . 

The minimum price fixed by law for 
the same land is $14,300,923. 

In Louisiana 1,036,800 acres which 
had been withdrawn as oil land were 
best, because they contained no 
oll. 

Withdrawals were made during the 
month covering 1,350,856 acres of 
coal land and 3,600,000 acres of oll 
land. 

The survey recommended in June 
that 2,761,983 acres of land located in 
Wyoming, Montana, New Mexico, 
Colorado, Washington, Oregon and 
Utah ebe designated for settlement 
under the enlarged homestead act in 
the Mussel Shell group, placer claim 
‘in the Clearwater ‘ National forest, 
Idaho, 800 acres were classified as 
mineral lands and 1430 acres as non- 
mineral lands.

OPEN UP COPPER 
FIELD IN AFRICA? 


Three Shiploads Imported to 
New Jersey Smelting 
Works. 


T. F. RYAN’S SCHEME 


Location of Mines Kept Se- 
cret—Big Drop in Prices 
Is Expected.

By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, July 15.—Three shiploads 
of copper ore arrived at Perth Amboy 
from South Africa yesterday consigned 
to the local smelter of the American 
Smelting and Refining Co., controlled 
by the Guggenheims. The shipments 
were generally believed to be the fore- 
runners of heavy imports of copper and 
other metals from the new African 
fields, which a powerful syndicate, 
headed by Thomas F. Ryan and the 
Guggenheims, has been developing for 

the last year. 

While the source of this new copper 
supply is being carefully guarded by the 
officers ‘of the American Smelting an‘ 
Refining Co., it is believed to be in the 
Congo territory, a portion of which was 
acquired about two years ago by the 
syndicate from the Jate King of Bel- 
gium. Thomas F. Ryan is said te be 
so deeply interested in the project that 
he expects to pay a visit to the Congo 
before his return from the other side. 

Copper Stock Drops. 

With this new source of copper sup- 
ply, which is said to be one of the 
richest in the world, the old 
high-cost producing copper companies 
of Montana are facing competition. On 
Wednesday Amalgamated Copper sold 
down to 56, the lowest price in several 
years, and the liquidation of this stock 
appeared to come from inside sources. 

Despite the efforts of the United Met- 
als Selling Co. and the so-called Copper 
Trust, which is controlled by the Stand- 
ard Oil interests, the supply of copper 
is continually increasing. Meanwhile 
the price of copper on the Metal Ex- 
change has been steadily declining. Yes- 
terday it broke to 11.90 asked and 11.50 
bid. 

Several months ago the so-called Cop- 
per Trust, which consists of the Amal- 
gamated, Anaconda and other controlled 
properties, attempted to organize a big 
combination. While it was publicly an- 
nounced that the combination had been 
abandoned because the promoters 
feared prosecution by the Government, 
it was generally known in copper circles 
that the merger failed because the Mor- 
gan-Guggenheim-Alaskan syndicate re- 
fused to become a party to it and the 
Guggenheims declined to turn in their 
Utah and Nevada Consolidated proper- 
ties, which mine copper with steam 
shovels. Without these low-cost produ- 
cing. enterprises the combination would 
have failed. 

Congo Labor Cheap. 

The openmg of the South African 
fields, therefore, further embarrasses the 
Copper Trust. The cost of Jabor is very 
low in the Congo and the ore Is excep- 
tionally rich. Copper men_predict that 
the price of copper will go below ll cents 
unless some sort of an agreement or cur- 
tailment of production is entered into 
by the big producers of the world. 

Meantime, a great battle between the 
two conflicting interests is going on in 
the stock market. Up to this time the 
independent interests seem to have the 
whip hend. Amalgamated has been 
forced to the lowest price in recent 
years, whereas Utah and American 
Smelting and Refining have shown a 
smaller ratio of decline. 

When an officer of the American 
Smelting and Refining Co., at 156 Broad- 
way, was told today that the Post-Dis- 


patch had information that three ship- } 


loads of copper ore had been received at 
Perth Amboy, he expressed great sur- 
prise. 
Source of Supply Secret. } 

“How did you get hold of that?” he 
said. “I did not suppose that it was 
known. The information is correct. We 
have been receiving shiploads of gold; 
copper and silver ore at our Perth Am- 
boy smelter from Africa. However, I 
do not care to disclose the exact source 
of these shipments. That is a business 
secret which we do not want our com- 
petitors to know too much about.”

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.GOV. MARSHALL’S DEMOCRACY. 

Back to the Constitution, is the slogan of Gov. 
Marshall of Indiana, who told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he believed in obeying the Consti- 
tution as it is written. The Indiana Governor 
believes in conserving the separate functions and 
powers Of the three co-ordinate branches of the 
Government as they are defined in the Consti- 
tution. “I don’t believe,” he said, “the chief 


suasion, personal argument or by giving or with- 
holding patronage, compel a legislature to enact 
laws or the courts to interpret them in accord- 
ance with the will of the executive.” 

This is not only a definition of the Constitu- 
tional limitation of presidential powers, but 
by reason of its soundness it is a sharp criticism

on. 

The issues, as Gov, Marshall sees them, may be 
summed up in the’ phrase, “Cannonism and Spe- 
clal Privileges.” Despotism in legislation cre- 
ated and supported by the interests which 
enjoy special privileges. The two are bound to- 
gether. The Governor would strike down the 
protective tariff as the foundation of privilege 
and the chief support of Cannonism. . 

In this Gov. Marshall and Congressman Champ 
Clark agree, 

It is refreshing to note the plain, simple Demo- 
cratic ideals and remedies whigh this Indiana 
Democratic leader suggests. He has no fads. He 
sees in the evils we have only old evils in new 
forms, and believes in the old remedies, a return 
to the enforcement of laws against dishonesty. 
He doesn’t believe that a multiplication of laws 
means good government, or that it is necessary 
to smash business in order to punish individual 
dishonesty. The revival of Democratic power in 
Indiana brought into the public eye a man who 
at least knows what Democracy means. 
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After a little time of glory the flying machine 
has begun to roll up rapidly the list of its vic- 
tims. “As easy as flying” was a good old say- 
ing, but it seems now to be too near an equiva- 
lent to “as sure as dying.” 
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REAL AND POTENTIAL FRAUD. 

“We have a right to prevent the perpetration 
of frauds against us,” said President McCulloch 
of the United Railways to the Council’s Special 
Committee. “It has been shown in New York, 





plained, “that a passenger can ride al] day for 
one nickel.” 

Riding all day for one nickel may or may not 
be a fraud; considering the ordinary comforts 
and discomforts of street car travel, it might or 
might not be evidence of insanity. We concede 
the right of the United Railways to prevent the 
perpetration of fraud, but we submit that the 
United Railways has no monopoly of that right.

Having read with much interest the editorial 
entitled “Changing the Calendar” in last Sunday's 
Post-Dispatch, I should like to add a few sus- 
gestions of my own. ‘ 

he arrangement proposed by Baron von’ War- 
tess is a very good one, so far as it goes, but 
he might go a step farther and have the begin- 
uing of each month moved backward about 10 
days, in order to make the calendar agree with 
the true solar divisions of the year. The circle 
of the heavens was divided into 12 sections in 
very early times—so remote that we have no 
record of the beginning. Each of these spaces of 
80 degrees represented the same number of 
days, with a fraction over. When the solar cal- 
endar had superseded the older lunar calendar 
the months were arranged to begin with the en- 
trance of the sun into each of these 12 signs, oF 
divisions, the first, or spring quarter of! three 
months, beginning with the sun on the earth's 
equator, our March 21; the second, or summer 
quarter, began when the sun was at the northern 
solstice, our June 21; the third, or autumn quar- 
ter, with the sun again on the equator, our Sept. 

3, and the fourth, or winter quarter, when the 
tun had reached the lower solstice, our Dec. 22. 

But, with our present perfect knowledge of as- 


tronomical values, there is no reason why this} 


overlapping of the caléndar and solar months 
should longer be continued. March 21 should be 
vtalled April 1; June 21, July 1; Sept. 23, Oct. 1; 
Dec. 22, Jan. 1, and all the other months like- 
wise. Our present “New Year’ does not represent 
the beginning of the solar year, or anything else 
but an-arbitrary point, fixed upon by accident, 
:nd 10 days from its right position, and the same 
Is, of course, true of all the months. 

The year should begin at the winter solstice, 
br, better still, at the spring equinox, when the 
reawakening of nature’s powers into life and 
activity throughout the northern hemisphere be- 
tokens the real “new year.” In most of the an- 
cient civilizations the year did begin at this 
point, though in Egypt it was placed at the sum- 
mer solstice, when the Nile began its annual rise, 
this being the chief évent in-the yearly round 
of the seasons in the' Nile Valley. 

Let astronomers begin the year at one of the 
four cardinal points, adopting Von Hartegsg’s tri- 
meter division for the months, and we will have, 


for the first time in long ages, a perfect calendar, | 


and one which will never again need “reforming,” 
so long as our present state of astronomical 
knowledge shall endure. 

As to the placing of Easter, it should be the 
Sunday next after the vernal equinox, which it 
typifies, as did the old Jewish Passover—the pass- 
ing of the sun over the earth’s equator, when the 
darkness and death of winter give place to the 
light and life of spring. F. M. BEHYMER.

N wading a running stream’ cover every point where large rocks 
make eddies; bass move from place to place, and are just as 
likely to be at the edge of the stream as in the middle. Bass, 

more than most fish, take the fly as it drops on the water, and dart 


like a flash after a moving fly, says a writer in Collier’s. 


A long 


deep pool should be fished from the bottom, casting upstream; if 
such a pool have a high, rocky side force the fly close to it. Fishing 


on lakes is quite different from 


river fishing. The time of day, 


weather conditions, flies on the water, all have influence in getting 
bass to rise. The best time is rippling water, gray sky, just after a 
rain on a warm morning. Have the boat in deep water, cast far out 
toward shallow bars, rocky or weedy places. Never allow the flies 
to lie still on the water; if they sink it is better, then jerk in short 
runs; in a word, tease the fish, and they will respond. Make every 


effort to drop a fly on the spot where a fish rises; if no response

repeat the cast a few feet away with a new fly. 

Casting the minnow and artificial lures, next to fly-fishing is 
the most artistic mode of angling for bass; indeed, in some respects 
it is more difficult. The same method of casting will suffice for 
both live bait and artificial lures—the difference comes in when the 


fish strikes. 


With live bait the bass should be allowed from four 
to twelve seconds to gorge the bait before you strike. 


With arti- 


ficial lures the strike of the fish should be followed instantly by 
the strike of the angler to set well the barb before the fish can eject 
the lure, which it does instantly it discovers the deception.

ACUTENESS OF COWBOYS. 


Herders on Texas cattle ranches 
become so expert in their scrutiny of 
cattle that in buying them on the 
hoof they often rely for enumeration 
upon a glance at the herd as they 
ride past, says a writer in the North 
American Review. Their passing es 
timate practically never varies more 
than two or three from the actual 
number in herds of from fifty to 
one hundred, and in much larger’ 
herds of from two hundred to five 
hundred their estimates will preserve 
the same proportion of accuracy. 

In some cases this ability to es 
timate is carried to a higher degree 
of accuracy even for very large herds. 
In the early seventies, before the day 
of weighing scales and railroads, 
cattle buyers in the Southwest would 
buy cattle at so much a hundred- 
weight from their owners. This es- 
timate of weight was based on what 
the cattle would weigh after they 
had been driven two hundred, three 
hundred or four hundred miles to the 
Kansas City market. Nevertheless, 
the error would only amount to a 
few pounds, not enough too affect 
their profits.

Its final showing is that 
the British mill worker receives an 
average weekly wage of $17.97, and 
the cost of living amounts to $12.44 
weekly, leaving him a balance of 
$5.53, while the American mill work- 
er, receiving an average weekly wage 
of $25.08, must pay $21.15 for the 
weekly cost of living, leaving him a 
balance of $3.93, or $1.60 less per 
week than that of the British worker, 
whose weekly wage is $7.11 less than 
his.

NEW YORK, July 15.—The confiden- 
tial clerk to Secretary of State Koe- 
nig, who is conducting an examination 
of chauffeurs in this city under the 
provisions of New York’s new automo- 
bile law, believes that the examina- 
tions will disqualify nearly one-fifth of 
the city’s motor car drivers.

French, 
Italian, German and Spanish chauffeurs 
imported by globe-trotting New Yorkers 
had the State Department's interpreters 
explain the question to them and .then 
wrote their answers tn their own lan- 
guages. These papers ail made a very 
high mark. George Robertson, the well- 
known driver of racing cars, got 100 per 
cent. 

A’ few rich men’s sons took the ex- 
amination as a “stunt.” Results from 
their papers show that they know more 


about automobiles than do their chauf- 
feurs.

AM CRANE, himself a player of 
the old guard, and now a baseball 
that the outfielders of other days made 
more sensational plays than do the out- 
fielders of today. Perhaps, Sam; but 
perhaps they made more misjudges and 
thus, had to pull off the fireworks to 
Save themselves. 

Many of the wonderful catches of the 
present day are due to. the fact that 
the fielder does not locate the spot 
where the ball is to fall right off the 
reel. That this happens occasionally 
today is a sure indication of how much 
more frequently it must have occurred 
in the days when the game was young 
and when “playing the batter’ was not 
developed into the art which it has 
since become. 

“Phe good old days” are always fas- 
cinating in the restrospect. But they 
prejudice our minds when we would 
bring them into comparison with today. 
While here and there a man stands out 
Lin this or that line ag pre-eminent not 
only in his own age but in al] times, 
such Napoleons are the exception. The 
general average of performance in any 
line, twenty-five years ago, was infer- 
lor to that of toaay. Improvement, in- 
vention, and specialization make this 
necessarily so. Baseball is no exception 
and the outfielders of the long ago 
sufely can have nothing on the men of 
today in whom speed, accuracy and 
better throwing qualities have been 
specially developed. 


PR war sor twenty-five years ago 


was slovenly, inaccurate and much 

less scientific than now. Chance 
played a great part and the individual 
was much more potent than it is now. 
Any game where individual play is pre- 
eminent is rudimentary. The team-play 
games are those that show advance- 
ment. Baseball today is very much a 
team game; and because the various 
individual cogs at times lose identity 
in team work does not necessarily fol- 
low that the personnel of the club is 
weaker. 

Under a good manager and with the 
best battery available, playing a mod- 
ern game against the baseball of 1884, 
the leders of the American Association 
could defeat the team that four times 
won the pennant for St. Louis. Team 
work, improved pitching and new plays 
would make up any physical advantage 
the modern team might suffer by com- 
parison. 

Perhaps this is heresy, almost bias- 
phemy, coming from one who remem- 
bers the old Browns only through tra- 
dition and such tare visions as were to 
be obtained in moments of “hookey”’ 
playing. But records of the games and 
the rules of those days tell the story 
sufficiently well. Ask of the Browns 
of 1888 the things that teams today per- 
form and they would have to side-step. 
The game had not developed to within 
many pegs of its present standing. 


Give Us Tyrus Cobb,’ 

O, when Samuel tells us that Curt 
Welch was the greatest ever— 
Curt or anybody else he wants 

to name—just take the end of Tyrus 
Cobb or Tris Speaker or almost anyone 
of the modern players. Outfield play 
has probably varied less than any other 
branch of baseball since those brave old 
days. But even here, in mere fielding, 
the best men of the ol4 days would 
have to take off their hats to players 
of today.

NEW YORK, July 14—Dr. Alfred J. 
l‘ox at his office in the Hotel Grenoble 
yesterday gave a demonstration ww 
prove that it is possible to cure infantile 
paralysis by hypnotic suggestion. 

Conrad Schaumburg, 27 years old, son 
of Henry Schaumburg, a coal merchant, 
had suffered from paralysis since he was 
an infant. His case had been pro- 
nounced incurable by many physicians. 
The upper part of his body is that of a 
giant. He had the head, shoulders and 
chest of an athlete. His legs are those 
of a child. 

During childhood and youth his fa- 
ther tried for him many famous doctors, 
but always without result. Nearly every 
hospital in New York was visited, but 
still the helpless legs remained immoy- 
able and withered. 

After he grew to manhood, with » 
stalwart body and helpless, withered 
legs, he gave up hope of ever being 
cured, he declares, and there came a 
time when he thought seriously of hav- 
ing the tiny limbs amputated, as they 
were in his way and he could much 
better make his way around without 
them. With the limbs in a pair of stout 
steel braces he swung himself along 
on @ pair of crutches, getting from : 
to place rapidly, but with pelt os 4 
that was galling to him. 

Hypnotized by Count. 

Yesterday afternoon the patient ap- 
peared at the hotel. He walked with the 
aid of crutches, but instead of swing- 
ing himself along in the old way he 
moved one leg ahead of the ether. He 
went up to the doctor’s room in the 
elevator. 

After telling of his long search for . 
help the young man removed his shoes 
and stockings, rolled up his . trousers 
legs and reclined on a bed. The hypno- 
tist leaned over the bed, making passes 
downward across the oe and counting 
up to 16. 

When 3 have siunel is ou will be 
in a deep sleep,”’ he said, 

At the word “fifteen” the young 
man closed his eyes and turned his 
head slightly to one side. His breath- 
ing became regular and deep. His 
face relaxed. s 

“That you may be in a deeper sleep 
I will count 15 again,” said the Doc- 
tor. By the time the last number was 
said the patient’s limbs were lax and 


his breathing was regular. The un- 


mistakable limpness of a thoroughly 
relaxed body was in every outline. 

“Now I will give you a drink of the 
most exhilarating nectar that ever 
man tasted. It will make you per- 
fectly happy.” 

The doctor stepped to a faucet and 
drew a glass of ordinary water which 
he put into the hand of the man in 
the hypnotic sleep. The patient sat 
up, drank it with apparent relish and 
sank back‘on the bed. 

“Now you are greatly improved in 
health. The healing blood flows 
through your legs,. restoring circula- 
tion and building up the tissues. You 
have complete feeling in both legs 
and can move the limbs easily. You 
can move the feet. The legs are get- 
ting larger around. They are as 
much in your control as any other 
‘part of your body.” 

It was at this point that a photorra- 
pher, who had placed his camera to 
take a picture, set off a flashlight. It 
was intended to be only a small and 
respectable explosion, but the cap was 
wet and it went off with a cannon-like 
explosion that shook the hotel. In- 
stantly windows upstairs and down 
went up and scared guests lifted their 
voices in the airshaft in inquiry. The 
supple form on the bed made no mo- 
tion. There was not se much as the 
trembling of an eyelash:to show he 
had heard it. He appeared dead to all 
save the voice of the hypnotist. 

Schaumburg was seen at his home 
last night and was able to move his 
legs when asked to do so by a re- 
porter.

Thiec treatment lasted for 
a year and then we took him to the 
Postgraduate Hospital. Later he was 
treated at St. Luke’s Hospital and 
then at the Laura Franklin Hospital. 
For ten years he had no treatment.

CLIMBS 10 NEW 


Wild Rush to Buy Follows— 
Sensational Crop-Dam- 
age Reports. 





MODERN MILLER. 


Threshing winter wheat contin- 
ues to be delayed by frequent rains 
in many sections, especially east 
of the Mississippi and south of the 
Ohio rivers. In the Southeast 
wheat is sprouting in the shock. 
Elsewhere threshing is generally 
progressing, and an increased 
movement is looked for next week. 
The yield in Kansas is turning out 
well in both quantity and quality. 











It was a run away market in wheat 
today, prices at times rising In a sen- 
sational manner, backed by a big for- 
eign and domestic buying demand. 

Record prices on the movement were 


scored in all domestic markets, while 
for the first time in many days foreign 
markets reflected uneasiness over the 
general situation. 

It was dry and hot in the Canadian 
and domestic Northwest and the “kill- 
ers’’ were sensationally active in_ de- 
stroying the remainder of the spring 
wheat crop. 

The foreign “destroyers” were active 
in Russia, while in the unimportant sec- 
tions of the winter wheat belt a few 
‘killers’? were revived by talk of sprout- 
ing in stack end a delayed movement. 

The Argentine crop has yet to be 
visited by the victorious band of ‘“‘crop 
killers’ now active the world over. It 
is understood that “grasshoppers” will 
be the weapons of destruction in the 
Argentine after the Russian crop is 
destroyed. This is ‘a little inside in- 
formation. 

There was a rush to buy in all mar- 
kets, when the bell tapped. 

Chicago July sold at $1.09 against 
$1.0665%, the close Thursday; Sept. at 
$1.07%, against $1.04%4, and Dec. at $1.087%, 
against $1.06%. — 

Minneapolis Sept. touched $1.16, com- 
pared with $1.13, Thursday’s close; Dec., 
$1.14%, against $1.11%. 

St. Louis July rose over 2c, at $1.05%, 
Sept. to $1.06% and Dec. to $1.07%. 

Receiving houses in Chicago are not 
getting the offerings of new wheat ex- 
pected. Hedging sales there are on & 
moderate scale. Kansas City is getting 
a large run. The cash market was 
quoted at a decline in that market. This 
was offset by St. Louis prices showing 
an advance of over 3c since last Friday, 
because of active demand and light 
movement of new crop. 

Liverpool reflected anxiety over the 
outlook and was a big buyer on Amert- 
can and Canadian cables of unfavorable 
crop conditions. Cash wheat in Liverpool 
was 3@4% d higher. Argentine shipments 
were light and Russia again sent alarm- 
ing damage reports. Danubian and Rus- 
sian offers were scarce and firmly held. 

Foreigners now expect a very short 
Canadian crop. The Continent continues 
to absorb cargoes arriving which sold 
at 3@9d advance. 

Argentine wheat shipments this week 
were 896,000 bu. against 1,416,000 bu. last 
week and 1,632,000 bu. last year. Since 
Jan. 1 to date shipments were 41,922,000 
bu. against 86,232,000 bu. last year. 

Indian wheat shipments this week 
were 840,000 bu.; last year 2,664,000 bu.
